Tho acting Viceroy,’ therefore, retummonds. 


eithor that Viceroy Liu he restored to his 
old post or another Hunaneso be placed in 
the Nanking Viceroyalty. When these 
telegram arrivert a sceret Council was held 
before the Empress Dowagir atouce, and 
amongst other inatters Jung Lu was asked 
as to tho fidelity of the Grand Amy 
under hin. Tt is reported that bis reply 
was that, if.a rebellion arose on account of 
the Emporur’s deposition, or if matters ro- 
sulted in a racu war, noither ho nor his 
Commanders of Corps could guarantco the 
troops from, at the Inst moment joining 
their countrymen, the Chinese in the Grand 
Arny numbering nine-tenths of the whole. 
Yo this reply Princes Chivg and Tuan 
(futher, of Pu Chiin, tho Heir Apparent) 
Sheeringly answored that they and their 
Manchus of the Peking Field Force and 
Banner Corps were quite suilicient to fight 
not only the Chinese -but also any, other 
probable enemy. Itis expected that this 
will farther Aiminish Jong Lo’s influence 
with the Empress-Dowager.

The ‘reason 
for this ia perfectly simple, namely, that 
tho losses of the Insurance Companics 
are chorniously lessened by tho interven- 
tion of the Brigade, and that every 
improvement in the Brigude and their 
equipment tends to further diminish such 
losses.» J house sutrounded by ineured 
houses catches firo nnd the fames are 
prevented by tho Fire Brigade from spread- 
ing, the Insurance Companies are thereby 
saved miny thousands of tiola, The com: 
munity at Inrge, uf course, benotit—those 
who are tosured presuniwbly in having to 
pay-luss in premium than Would ho the case 
if there wero no Brigade, and the uninsured 
by the protection ulfurded ; but it is the In- 
surance Companies who gain moro directly 
and to a far lurver extent.” 

Theequipmont of the Brigade hasreeently 
been inuch improved and consequently tho 
dangor nf extensive losses has been lesson- 
ed, but so fur as Iam awate the Insuranco 
Companies have not reduced their, pre- 
miu, 

In London fire compinies emtribute 
largely to the Salvage Association ; but 
hero they seoin to consider that, not only 
aro they entitled to the benefits evpferred 
by the Fire Brigade, but they may also in- 
crease tho premiums te. pay the smull tax. 
What fraction of a cent this will add tu the 
premiums remains to be seen.
